8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state foundation aid 
fund together with other income; the school board to 
certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the town. 
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9. To see if the schoo] district will vote to adopt a plan 
for extending to employees of the school district the bene- 
fits of title II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age 
and Survivor’s Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 234 
of the Laws of 1951 and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $46.16 to defray the school district’s share of the cost 
thereof.” 


10. “If the foregoing article is adopted to see if the 
school district will authorize the School Board to execute 
on behalf of the school district the necessary agreement 
with the State of New Hampshire to carry into effect the 
plan and to see if the school district will designate the 
School District Treasurer as the officer to be responsible 
for the administration of the plan.” 


11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Loudon School 
District: 

I am again pleased to write a brief report of your school 
— this time of your new school! 

You are to be congratulated on your good, sound judg- 
ment in making the school a reality! As time passes, you 
will more and more realize the wonderful investment you 
have made in your own local human resources. In making 
it possible for all the children of all the people to attend 
a single school, to become acquainted with each other, to 
learn to adjust to each other, to work and study and play 
together — you the parents and citizens have planted the 
seeds that will yield a rich harvest in human values. It may 
take years before the harvest but, rest assured, there will 
be one! 

Your school activities have moved along in a very satis- 
factory manner this year. The whole tone of the school is 
strong and vibrates in a steady manner. There is a fine 
and wholesome attitude displayed by the children, a won- 
derful impression for youth to be giving to their elders in 
this day and age of high tension, common disregard for 
good behavior and carelessness. 

I know, of course, that this splendid condition exists in 
part at least because of those teachers who are in charge 
of the classes and because of a Principal who sets for each 
and every one a high standard of conduct and service. 

We need to remember always that teachers always ex- 
pend themselves “more than a little’ when they success- 
fully help children to learn. They need to be, indeed they 
have to be, devoted to their business of teaching if they 
accomplish anything beyond the ordinary run of the mill 
results. If one teacher finds one child who is neglected, or 
is apparently unadjusted, or is a misfit; — and that teacher, 
through her interest and effort, so influences that child 
that he improves and develops to the extent that he “‘finds’’ 
himself; — that teacher deserves to be praised and recog- 
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nized by everyone. What [I am trying to say is that we 
don’t give our teachers enough credit for the good work 
that they do. 

I want to go on record as one who believes that teachers 
are among our greatest servants of the people. We have 
one in Loudon who is retiring this year — Miss Helen 
Kenney. She has devoted her life to teaching the children 
of Loudon. For more than forty years she has served the 
people of this community. I am proud to have been able 
to have had her on my staff — I know the School Board 
and all the local citizens join me in extending to her a sin- 
cere wish that she may pass her remaining years in an 
atmosphere that is quiet, peaceful and pleasantly active; 
and that the eventide of her life shall be happy and filled 
with contentment. 

A few words regarding the new building. We have a full 
_ time janitor who takes excellent care of it. The children 
also respect it and should. 

When the front grounds are seeded there will be greater 
beauty because of a nice lawn; and the new flag pole when 
put in place will add to the attractiveness of the school. 
All play activities then should be conducted on the spacious 
areas behind the school. 

In the basement there should be erected some shelves 
to store loose supplies, books, etc. I believe the School 
Board already plans to do this. 

It has been a genuine pleasure to work with the School 
Board and to plan with them for the needs of the children. 
My work with the full building committee and with the 
teaching staff also has been pleasant and profitable. I 
want to express my thanks for their assistance and wish 
to say that I am looking forward to continuing our good 
work together.
